This office action is in response to applicant's amendment filed November 24, 

2010. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 16, 19, 22-25, 27, 30-33 and 36-38 are allowable. 
The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art does not disclose or make obvious mechanically decoupling the 
plastic package including all the limitations of the independent claim. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed November 24, 2010 have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. The previous rejection has been withdrawn. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The prior art such as in Lin (U.S 6,709,188) teaches away 
forming moisture paths in the encapsulation.
